Washington was chosen as the capital 
of the United States. 
A contest was 
waged to locate the National Capitol at 
Wrightsville en the west bank of the 
Susquehanna River. 
July 9, 1916, the 
German merchant submarine, Deutsch­ 
land, arrived in Chesapeake Bay. This 
was the first submarine to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean in 1var time. 
On July 
IO, 1821, “Old Hickory’* Jackson and 
his men lowered the Spanish flag at 
St. Augustine, and hoisted the Ameri­ 
can flag in its place. 
July ll, 1804, 
was the date of the 
fatal duel between Alexander Hamil­ 
ton and Aaron Burr, at Weehawken, 
New Jersey, which 
resulted in 
the 
death of the former and the ruin of 
the latter. 
On July 12, 1812, General 
William Hull commenced an invasion 
of Canada at Sandwich, near Detroit. 
Congress posted its first act provid­ 
ing for government of territory out­ 
side the original colonies on July 13, 
1787. 
Abraham 
Lincoln issued 
his 
call for 75,000 volunteers on July 14, 
1861. 
It is a m atter of history that 
300.000 young Americans answered tile 
call to the colors. 
The first 
big battle of the 
World 
W ar in which American troops took 
a major 
part was that 
of Chateau- 
Thierry. 
It was on July 15, 1918^ that 
the American troops stopped the Ger­ 
man offensive at peak turning the tide 
of battle. 
“Mad 
Anthony’’ 
Wayne 
and 
his 
1,200 men 
stole silently 
uphill 
at 
Stony Point, New York, at midnight 
on the night of July 16, 1779, and de­ 
stroyed the 
fort, Wayne 
was badly 
wounded during the battle. 
On July 17, 1898, the Spanish gar­ 
rison 
at Santiago, Cuba, 
numbering 
24.000 men, surrendered to the A mer 
ican army. 
The World War was end­ 
ed by the signing of the Treaty of 
Versailles on July 18, 1919. 
July 19, 
1918, the First United States Division 
raptured Be’rzy-le-Stc and the Second 
United States Division captured Tig- 
ney. 
The famous poem, “The Bivouac of 
the Dead,” was first read by the au­ 
thor, Col. Theodore O’Hara, on July 
20, 1847. 
The first battle of Bull Run 
was 
fought on 
July 21, 1862. 
The 
siege of Atlanta was commenced 
on 
July 22, 1864. 
This siege eventuated 
in the capture of the city and of vast 
military stores. 


On July 
23, 1777, 
General Howe 
left New York 
with 18,000 men and 
was prevented from landing in Dela­ 
ware by General Washington. 
Brig­ 
ham Young and his followers, founded 
the state of Utah at Salt Lake City on 
July 24, 1847. 
The battle of Lundy’s 
Lane was fought on July 25, 
1814. 
With the exception of the Battle of 
New Orleans, this was the bloodiest 
battle of the W ar of 1812. 
On July 26, 1918, French and Amer­ 
ican troops captured Oulchy-le-Cha- 
teau. Direct wireless communications 
between United S tites and Japan were 
established on July 27, 1915. On July 
28, 1775, Congress adopted an address 
to the people of Ireland seeking 
aid 
for the Revolutionary Army on July 8, 
1869. 
The Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States, 
known 
as 
“Reconstruction 
Amend­ 
ment,’’ was 
ratified by Congress 
on 
July 29, 1868. 
On July 30, 1619, the first Virginia 
Assembly 
convened 
at 
Jamestown, 
this being 
the origin 
of legislative 
government in the United States. On 
July 31, 1777, Marquis de Lafayette 
appeared before Congress, volunteer­ 
ed his services, and was commission­ 
ed a Major General.
